At  the  June  meeting  of  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Planning  Alliance, 
representatives  of  Mercy/Related 
HOPE  SF  presented  a  review  of  the 
Sunnydale  planning  process  to  date, 
asked  for  input  on  what  residents 
would  like  accomplished  in  the  re- 
built neighborhood,  answered  ques- 
tions and  solicited  participation  for 
the  Sunnydale  Master  Planning 
Committee. 

A  basic  fact  sheet  was  handed  out 
reviewing  what  the  development 
will  include: 

•One  for  one  replacement  of  the 
785  existing  apartments. 

•  New  units  will  be  a  mix  of  pub- 
lic, affordable  and  market  rate,  in- 
cluding both  rental  and  home  own- 
ership. 

•Ci^  and  community  services. 

•  New  jobs  and  potentially  new 
businesses. 

A  major  priority  is  to  increase  the 
perception  that  we  are  one  neigh- 
borhood that  includes  Visitacion 
Valley,  Sunnydale,  Little  Holly- 
wcHid,  and  the  new  housing  devel- 
opment on  the  Schlage  property. 

Tonja  Boy  kin  described  the  ongo- 
ing effort  to  reach  all  Sunnydale 
residents.  Mercy  staff  knock  on 
doors,  talk  to  the  residents  and  pro- 
vide printed  information.  If  no  one 
answers,  return  visits  will  be  made 
until  there  is  someone  at  the  home 


to  speak  to.  A  resident  assessment 
is  in  draft  form  and  will  be  used  to 
determine  work  force,  educational 
and  health  and  welfare  needs. 

Those  present  then  suggested 
what  makes  a  great  neighborhood; 
a  sense  of  community,  removal  of 
the  fear  factor,  and  increased  real- 
ization that  tiie  entire  geographic 
area  is  everyone's  neighborhood. 
Removal  of  de  facto  segregation 
brought  about  by  building  types, 
and  increased  desegregation 
through  easy  transportation  con- 
nections and  accessibility  to  nei^- 
borhood  services  were  also  men- 
tioned. 

in  response  to  one  question,  the 
vacant  land  at  Suruiydale  Avenue 
and  Hahn  Street  is  being  looked  into 
as  a  site  for  expansion  of  this  devel- 
opment, but  currently  theeconomic 
situation  is  not  promising. 

Those  present  were  asked  to  con- 
sider siting  up  for  the  Sunnydale 
Master  Planning  Committee.  This 
group  will  meet  monthly  to  begin 
the  design  process  and  will  be  com- 
posed of  residents  from  all  parts  of 
the  community  At-large  commu- 
nity meetings  ivii!  be  held  every  3 
to  4  months  to  review  the  work  of 
the  committee.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  oi  armed  and  strongarm 
robberies  on  ou  r  streets  and  on  the 
MUNI  buses  in  the  Visitation  Val- 
ley District.  We  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Police  Department  are  com- 
mitted to  public  safely  and  are 
using  innovative  measures  to  cap- 
ture these  felons.  As  we  investi- 
gate and  move  forward,  here  are 
some  ways  you  can  avoid  being  a 
victim: 

•  Avoid  wearing  headphones,  i- 
pods  or  using  your  cell  phone 
when  walking  in  the  community 
U  reduces  your  awareness  of  your 
surroundings  and  thieves  target 
these  items  to  steal. 

•Keep  your  wallet  and  cell  phone 
on  your  person  and  do  not  place 
them  in  your  bag  or  purse.  At- 
tempt to  separate  your  identifica- 
tion from  your  wallet.  In  the  event 
you  are  a  victim,  your  identifica- 
tion will  remain  with  you  as  your 
purse  or  wallet  is  taken. 

•  If  you  are  a  victim,  call  the  po- 
lice immediately  Do  not  wait  un- 
til you  are  home  to  call.  Every 
minute  counts  to  catch  the  thieves, 

•Try  to  remember  the  suspect's 
descriphon.  Look  to  see  if  a  ve- 
hicle is  involved  and  concentrate 
in  obtaining  the  license  plate  of  the 
vehicle, 

•At  night,  walk  in  well  lit  areas 
and  attempt  to  travel  with  other 
persons. 

For  Muni  and  public  transit  nd- 
ers: 

♦Try  to  sit  near  the  front  of  the 
bus.  If  you  are  sitting  near  the  rear 
door,  be  aware  that  suspects  like 
to  grab  a  purse  or  bag  and  imme- 
diately exit  the  rear  door.

ethnic  groups.  And  this  is  par- 
ticularly timely  and  important 
because  there  are  several  major 
projects  to  enhance  Visitacion 
Valley. 

Unfortunately,  since  information 
on  many  Visitacion  Valley  major 
public  projects  have  traditionally 
been  in  English  only,  how  could 
our  sizable  non-and  limited-F,n- 
glish  -speaking  residents  get  prop- 
erly informed  to  be  involved? 

Last  week,  the  rash  of  robberies 
that  targetted  Asian  victims  made 
front  page  headlines  on  the  Sing 
Tao  newspapers.  So,  I  hope  the 
ethnic  media  is  invited  to  cover 
meetings  about  the  major 
Visitacion  Valley  improvements 
and  great  projects  -  to  deter  their 
coverage  on  sensationalism. 

Given  the  fiscal  crisis,  no  one  ex- 
pects a  lot  of  money  to  be  spent 
spent  on  translating  everything. 
However,  San  Krancisco's  Equal 
Access  Ordinance  stipulated  that 
Tier  1  public  postings  should  in- 
clude Chinese  and  Spanish.  How 
about  sending  ttiis  trilingual  infor- 
mation to  our  community  news- 
paper, The  Grapevine,  so  they  can 
be  reprinted? 

As  a  20+  year  resident  and  edu- 
cator, 1  have  "ingrained"  on  the  siz- 
able non-English-speaking  resi- 
dents to  be  involved  with  our  com- 
munity in  order  to  empower  our- 
selves. VVliile  many  of  them  may 
not  attend  meetings  nor  are  di- 
rectly involved  with  some  commu- 
nity issues,  1  have  been  able  to  get 
them  to  provide  thousands  and 
thousands  of  signatures  to  support 
worthwhile  petitions  and  projects 
{i.e.  Greenway,  VV  Library,  Muni, 
McLaren  Park,  VV  Club  House, 
Health  Care  For  All ,  CAA,  etc.). 

An  informed  and  involved  com- 
munity is  our  main  goal  so  let's 
work  together  to  continue  to  build 
up  Visitacion  Valley  with 
everyone's  efforts.

You  can  also  call  311,  but  it  has 
been  my  experience  that  calling 
Benny  direct  works  quicker.

A  Town  Hall 
On  the  Budget

With  an  unprecedented  $24  bil- 
lion budget  deficit,  Califomians 
have  had  concerns  and  questions 
about  how  elected  leaders  in  Sac- 
ramento would  resolve  the  state's 
budget  crisis,  To  address  some  of 
these  concerns,  1  participated  in  a 
live,  online  Town  Hall  on  June  15 
with  Senate  pro  Tem  Darrell 
Steinberg  (D-Sacramento).  Du  ring 
t]-ie9(Vminuteforum  wediscoissed 
the  factors  that  prompted  the  bud- 
get crisis,  the  governor 's  proposed 
cutsand  our  ideas  lor  resolving  Uie 
state's  fiscal  emergency. 

Thousands  of  Califomians 
tuned  in  to  the  Town  Hall,  and 
about  1,000  people  from  across 
California  submitted  their  ques- 
tions and  concemsabout  the  bud- 
get. I  want  to  share  willi  you  some 
of  the  issues  we  were  able  to  ad- 
dress during  that  internet  Town 
Hall. 

How  did  we  get  to  this  fiscal 
crisis? 

Steinberg:  We  got  into  this  crisis 
in  the  short  run  because  of  what's 
happening  nationally  with  our 
economy  We  have  seen  the  single 
largest  drop  in  revenue  in  this 
state  since  tlie  1930s.  At  the  same 
time  the  demand  for  public  ser- 
vices, especially  when  there  is 
stress  in  the  economy  and  people 
are  losing  their  jobs,  is  increasing. 

Historically  we  are  in  this  mess 
because  31  years  ago  voters  passed 
Prop  13  as  the  state  was  nol  doing 
anything  to  control  escalating 
propert)' tax  rates.  Whathappened 
was  that  local  governments  and 
school  districts  lost  their  abibt>'  to 
raise  revenue  to  meet  local  needs. 

Leno:  The  General  Fund  grew  in 
expenditures  hom  $53  billion  in 
1998to$100billion  in  2008.  $32  bil- 
lion of  that  47  percent  inaeaseis 
directly  attributed  to  population 
growth  and  inflation  -  things  we 
have  little  «.ontrol  o\'er.  So  there's  a 
remaining  $l^i  billion.  The  single 
fastest  new  growing  expenditure 
program  in  the  state  from  1998  to 
is  the  cost  of  the  Vehicle  License  Fee 
(VLF)  reduction.  From  1998-2008, 
Califomians  paid  2  percent  of  the 
purchase  price  of  their  car  in  ve- 
hicle license  fees.  These  VLF  funds 


went  directly  to  dties  and  counties. 
When  Governor  Schwarzenegger 
cut  the  VLF  by  2/3  in  2003,  we 
couldn't  stiff  the  local  governments 
so  our  state  general  fund  paid  the 
difference,  costing  us  over  $35  bil- 
lion these  past  six  years,  around  $6 
billion  annually  Spending  at  the 
Department  of  Corrections  is  cost- 
ing$3.5  billion  per  year.  Ilie  last  $5,5 
billion  is  for  voter-approved  mea- 
sures, debt  service  on  the  economic 
recovery  bond  from  2004,  infra- 
structure bonds  from  2006,  and 
Prop  42,  which  directed  gas  tax 
money  from  the  General  Fund  to 
transportation  hjnding. 

What  can  we  do  to  help  end  the 
two-thirds  majority  reijuirement  so 
(a  delay  in  the  passage  of  the  bud- 
get) dtiesTi't  happen  every  year? 

Steinberg:  Sign  a  petition  (that 
would  ask  voters)  to  repeal  the  two- 
thirds  retjuirement,  which  empow- 
ers a  small  number  of  legislators  in 
theminority  party  todictate  the  out- 
come and  timing  of  the  budget.  This 
isa  matter  embedded  in  the  consti- 
tution, and  voters  have  to  take  tlie 
question  back  to  the  ballot. 

Leno:  California  is  one  of  three 
states  that  requires  a  two-thirds 
supermajority  to  pass  the  budget. 
There  is  not  a  city  council,  scliotil 
board,  county  Board  of  Supervisors 
-  not  even  the  U.S.  Congress  -  that 
requires  a  two-thirds  majority  vote 
to  pass  a  budget. 

Can  we  depend  on  having  a  bud- 
get in  place  by  July  I? 

Steinberg:  Yes.  It's  important  to 
understand  that  California  already 
hasabudgetfor2009-2010thatwas 
passed  on  February  20th  of  this 
year.  Since  then,  revenue  has  de- 
creased about  another  $15  billion, 
so  we  are  engaged  now  in  making 
a  major  revision  to  a  budget  that 
has  already  passed, 

Leno:  Ifs  an  all  public  process.  1 
am  one  of  10  legislators  that  serve 
on  the  Budget  Conference  Commit- 
tee. It's  made  up  of  three  democrats 
each  from  the  Assembly  and  Sen- 
ate as  well  as  two  republicans  from 
each  house.  We  have  had  three  full 
weeks  of  Budget  Conference  Com- 
mittee hearings.  The  first  week  was 
entirely  made  up  of  the  public  step- 
ping forward  and  sharing  their  con- 
cerns about  the  proposed  cuts  and 
elimination  of  programs  that  the 
governor  was  putting  forward. 

Once  we  heard  from  the  public 


and  took  in  all  that  information,  we 
rolled  up  our  sleeves  and  sat  down 
to  work  with  the  Department  of  Fi- 
nance, and  the  l-egjslative  Analyst's 
Office  for  their  non-partisan,  inde- 
pendent perspective.  The  Budget 
Conference  Committee  will  move 
their  recommendations  to  the 
fltx^rs  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
the  third  week  of  june, 

I'm  worried  about  budget  cuts 
to  education  and  school  bus  pro- 
grams. 

Leno:  There's  no  issue  that 
touches  every  Californian's  life 
more  than  education.  Potentially 
half  of  our  cuts  will  be  coming  out 
of  education.  This  is  heartbreak- 
ing for  all  of  us.  We  became  the 
sixth  largest  economy  in  the  world 
because  wc  appropriately  in- 
vested tax  dollars  in  education, 
lliat  was  a  worthy  investment. 
And  wearede-fundingeducation 
right  now  because  our  state  is 
starved  forcash.  1  hope  voters  will 
understand  that  we  are  trying,  in 
a  two-thirds  majority  fashion,  to 
access  some  revenue  so  it  won't 
be  all  cuts.  Hopefully  wecan  miti- 
gate some  of  the  damage  tlie  gov- 
ernor has  proposed  so  we  won't 
see  schtx>l  bus  programs,  summer 
schotil  and  after  sdhool  programs, 
arts,musicand  physical  education 
eliminated.  It  doesn't  bode  well 
for  our  future. 

Why  aren't  you  cutting  your 
own  salaries? 

Leno:  State  legislators'  salaries 
are  set  by  an  independent  com- 
mission. The  commission  has 
given  legislators  raises  in  recent 
years  -  raises  I  personally  didn't 
feel  comfortable  taking  because  I 
was  part  of  the  process  that  was 
cutting  so  many  other  programs, 
and  it  just  didn't  seem  right.  1  don't 
talk  about  it  all  that  often  because 
each  legislator  is  in  a  very  differ- 
ent personal  situation.  However, 
you  are  right.  We  should  beexpe- 
riencing  the  realities  of  this  global 
crisis  just  like  everyone  else.  I 
along  with  my  Senate  colleagues 
are  taking  a  5%  salary  reduction 
as  we  cut  1 0%  of  the  Senate's  over- 
all budget.

This  is  a  company  we  have  been 
watching  and  the  charges  range 
from  $297  to  $497,  just  under  the 
$500  purchase  pattern  that  flags 
most  cards.  Before  your  next  state- 
ment, the  credit  will  be  sent  to 
(gives  you  your  address),  is  that 
correct?" 

You  say  "yes."  The  caller  contin- 
ues: "I  will  be  starting  a  Fraud  in- 
vestigation. If  you  have  any  ques- 
tions, you  should  call  the  1-  800 
number  listed  on  the  back  of  your 
card  (1-800  -VISA)  and  ask  for  Se- 
curity." 

You  will  need  to  refer  to  this  Con- 
trol Number.  The  caller  then  gives 
you  a  6  digit  number.  "Do  you  need 
me  to  read  it  again?" 

Here's  the  important  part  on  how 
the  scam  works.  The  caller  then 
says,  "1  need  to  verify  you  are  in 
possession  of  your  card."  He'll  ask 
you  to  "turn  your  card  over  and 
look  for  some  numbers."  There  are 
7  numbers;  the  first  4  are  part  of 
your  card  number,  the  next  3  are 
the  security  Numbers  that  verify 
you  are  the  possessor  of  the  card. 
These  are  the  numbers  you  some-

times  use  to  make  Internet  pur- 
chases to  prove  you  have  the  card. 
Tiie  caller  will  ask  you  to  read  the 
3  numbers  to  him.  After  you  tell 
the  caller  the  3  numbers,  he'll  say 
"That  is  correct,  I  just  needed  to 
verify  that  tlie  card  has  not  been 
lost  or  stolen,  and  that  you  still 
have  your  card.  Do  you  have  any 
other  questions?"  After  you  say 
"No,"  the  caller  then  thar\ks  you 
and  states,  "Don't  hesitate  to  call 
back  if  you  do,  and  hangs  up." 

You  actually  say  very  little,  and 
they  never  ask  for  or  tell  you  the 
card  number.  But  after  we  were 
called  on  a  Wednesday,  we  called 
back  within  20  minutes  to  ask  a 
question.  Are  we  glad  we  did!  The 
real  Visa  Security  Department  told 
us  it  was  a  scam  and  in  the  last  1 5 
minutes  a  new  purchase  of  $497.99 
was  charged  to  our  card. 

Long  story  -  short,  we  made  a  real 
fraud  report  and  closed  the  Visa  ac- 
count. Visa  reissued  usa  new  num- 
ber. WTiat  the  scammers  want  is  the 
3-digil  PIN  number  on  the  back  of 
the  card  Don't  give  it  to  them.  In- 
stead, tell  them  you'll  call  Visal  or 
Master  Card  directly  for  verifica- 
tion o  f  their  conversation.  The  real 
Visa  told  us  that  they  will  never  ask 
for  anything  on  the  card  as  they  al- 
ready know  the  information  since 
they  issued  thecard!  If  you  give  the 
scammers  your  3  digit  PIN  Num- 
ber, you  think  you're  receiving  a 
credit.  However,  by  the  time  you 
get  your  statement,  you'll  see 
charges  for  purchases  you  didn't 
make,  and  by  then  it's  almost  too 
late  and/or  more  difficult  to  actii- 
ally  file  a  fraud  report. 

What  makes  this  more  remark- 
able is  that  on  Thursday,  I  got  a  call 


from  a  "jason  Richardson  of  Mas- 
ter Card"  with  a  word-for-word 
repeat  of  the  Visa  scam.  This  time  I 
didn't  let  him  finish.  1  hungup!  We 
filed  a  police  report,  as  instructed 
by  Visa.  The  police  said  they  are 
taking  several  of  these  reports 
daily!  They  also  urged  us  to  tell  ev- 
erybody we  know  that  this  scam  is 
happening. 

How  You  Can  Help 
Robbery  Victims 

I  would  like  to  write  about  how 
you  can  aid  in  the  capture  of  rob- 
bery suspects  by  just  being  vigilant 
in  your  neighborhoods. 

Most  street  robberies  in  the 
Ingleside  District  have  a  get 
away  car  involved.  The  victim 
hardly  sees  the  car,  because  it  is 
waiting  around  the  corner  from 
where  the  robbery  occurred.  So, 
if  you  happen  to  see  one  or  two 
subjects  run  around  the  corner 
to  a  waiting  car  and  quickly 
jump  in  and  then  the  car  speeds 
off,  you  may  have  witnessed  the 
tail  end  of  a  street  robbery. 

Try  to  remember  the  license 
plate,  make,  model,  number  of 
doors  and  the  color  of  the  car.  I 
know  that's  a  lot  to  ask,  but  the 
license  plate  is  probably  the  most 
important  item  on  the  list.  The 
description  of  the  suspects  is 
also  helpful.  You'll  know  some- 
thing is  amiss,when  you  see  po- 
lice cars  suddenly  saturating  the 
area.

Carbon  monoxide  is  a  colorless, 
odorless  gas  that  causes  poison- 
ing by  displacing  oxygen  in  the 
bloodstream.  The  most  common 
causes  of  CO  poisoning  are  Hres, 
heaters,  vehicle  exhaust,  and 
range- top  stoves. 

A  t  low  levels  of  exposure,  CO  poi- 
soning can  cause  health  problems 
such  as  headaches,  nausea,  fatigue, 
dizzy  spells,  confusion,  and  irrita- 
bility. Later  stages  of  CO  poisoning 
can  cause  loss  of  consciousness, 
brain  damage,  and  even  death,  CO 
poisoning  is  responsible  for  over 
500  deaths  and  about  20,000  emer- 
gency room  visits  annually  in  the 
United  Slates,  according  to  tfie  Cen- 
ters for  Disease  Control. 

CO  poisoning  is  especially  dan- 
gerous for  people  65  years  and 
older.  Because  older  adults  more 
frequently  have  pre-existing  health 
conditions  that  affect  the  heart, 
lungs  and  circulatory  system,  the 
presence  of  one  or  more  of  these 
conditions  lowers  the  victim's  tol- 
erance, and  risk  of  a  fatal  carbon 
monoxide  exposure.  In  2001,  25 
percent  of  the  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning  death  from  home  re- 
lated products  were  adults  ^6  years 
and  older  (Consumer  Product 
Safety  Commission). 

While  these  statistics  are  alarming, 
the  good  news  is  something  can  be 
done  to  prevent  CO  poisoning.  By 
simply  installing  CO  alarms,  you 
can  save  you  and  your  family  from 


potential  CO  poisoning. 

Currently  23  states  require  CO 
alarms.  Unfortunately  California  is 
not  one  of  them.  This  is  why  my  col- 
league. Senator  Lowenthal  (D-  Long 
Beach)  has  introduced  Senate  Bill 
183,  of  which  I  am  a  avauthorof,  SB 
183  would  require  all  existing  single 
family  homes  to  have  a  carbon  mon- 
oxide detector  installed  by  January

Safe  Pools 

1  am  proud  to  be  a  joint  author  of 
AB  1020  with  Assemblymember  Bill

installing  anti-entrapment  drain  rav- 
ers to  prevent  unnecessary  deaths  as 
a  result  of  drowning.  Drowning  is 
the  second  leading  cause  of  acciden- 
tal death  among  children  ages  1  to 
14  in  the  United  States,  There  were 
74  documented  incidents  of  circula- 
tion entrapment  reported  to  tlieCon- 
sumer  Product  Safety  Commission 
between  1 999  and  2007,  including  9 
fatalities  and  63  injuries,  in  which  54 
of  these  incidents  involved  children 
under  tlieageof  15. 
Misuse  of  Disability  Placards 

Last  year,  tliere  were  1,234  false 
disabled  placards  confiscated  in 
San  Francisco.  The  widespread 
misuse  of  these  placards  has  con- 
tributed to  an  already  difficult 
parking  environment  in  San  Fran- 
cisco.

Wlien  Franco  Manani,  president  of  Friends  of  McLaren  Park, 
posted  an  urgent  request  on  the  Valley_Eye  asking  readers  tocontact 
the  Rec  &  Park  Commission  on  how  $900,000  should  be  spent  on 
park  trails,  he  may  have  been  surprised  by  the  strong  opinions  on 
this  question.  The  Department  was  recommending  that  all  of  the 
money  be  spent  to  repair  dirt  trails  on  the  south  side  of  Mansell. 
None  was  to  be  used  to  repair  the  crumbling  asphalt  trails  in  the 
much  more  heavily  used  park  on  the  other  side.  A  lively  electronic 
discussion  ensued  between  those  who  felt  it  most  important  to 
prevent  possible  erosion  on  the  steep  southern  slopes  and  those 
who  believed  it  more  important  to  repair  the  asphalt  trails,  which 
are  also  eroding  in  many  places,  and  make  them  safe  for  the  many 
walkers  who  transverse  them  every  day.  Concern  was  also  expressed 
by  some  respondents  for  the  seniors  and  disabled  in  particular  who 
cannot  in  most  cases  access  and  use  the  steep  trails. 

Franco  reported  after  the  commission  meeting  that  the  Natural 
Areas  Program  didn't  get  any  of  the  money  for  its  dirt  paths 
program,  but  no  final  decision  was  made  on  how  the  money  will 
be  spent,  and  on  which  paths.  He  will  continue  to  monitor  and 
inform  us  on  future  action. 

Apparently  the  discussion  did  not  include  mention  of  the 
Philosopher's  Walk  art  installation,  which  will  in  part  be  on  the 
south  side  of  Mansell;  some  trail  work  may  be  included  in  that 
project,  which  is  funded  by  the  Art  Commission. 

And  of  course  my  pet  peeve,  the  total  lack  of  safe  trails  along 
Mansell  and  Shelley,  asphalt  or  otherwise,  and  the  lack  of  any 
pedestrian  crosswalks  and  any  traffic  calming  devices,  was  not 
part  of  the  discussion. 

Mosaic  Planter  Complete  at  McNabb  Lake 

Last  month  1  reported  on  the  mosaic  tile  being  installed  on  a  round 
planter  box  next  to  the  children's  playground  at  the  lake.  This  is  to 
say  that  it  has  been  completed  and  a  very  pleasing  array  of  plants 
is  now  in  place.  It's  a  delightful  enhancement  to  that  spot,  check  it 
out  if  you  can. 

Miscellaneous  Observations 

The  coot  parents  continue  to  be  vigilant;  all  six  youngsters  are 
doing  well  and  learning  to  forage  for  their  own  food.  Two  of  the 
smaller  ones  continue  to  follow  a  parent  and  get  a  little 
supplemental  feeding  as  well  from  him  or  her. 

The  wildflowers  have  been  particularly^bundant  this  year,  and 
the  blackberries  are  going  to  produce  a  fine  crop.

pervisors,  I  authored  AB  144  The 
bill  will  not  only  increase  the  fines 
for  placard  misuse,  but  also  allows 
for  easier  enforcement  by  allowing 
a  vehicle  to  be  cited  as  a  citation  in- 
stead of  only  as  a  misdemeanor 
This  change  will  provide  parking 
control  officers,  in  addition  to  lo- 
cal police,  the  ability  to  cite  viola- 
tors. Misuse  of  placards  depletes 
the  supply  of  disabled  parking  and 
greater  deterrence  is  necessary. 

Safe  Body  Art  Act  of  2009 

With  the  growing  popularity  of 
tattoos  and  piercing  come  concerns 
over  safety.  Some  estimates  show 
that  nearly  25  percent  of  all  adoles- 
cents have  a  tattoo.  I  was  surprised 
when  public  health  officials  ap- 
proached me  to  say  that  there  were 
no  statewide  enforceable  health 
and  safety  standards  for  tattoo  and 
piercing  proceduresand  parlors.  In 
response  I  authored  AB  51 7,  which 
creates  statewide  standards  for  the 
regulation  of  f^ersons  engaged  in 
the  business  of  tattooing,  body 
piercing  and  the  application  of  per- 
manent cosmetics  in  California 
This  bill  has  garnered  tremendous 
support  including  from  the  indus- 
try itself  due  to  fears  of  under- 
ground tattoo  and  piercing  parlors 
transmitting  diseases  and  the  risk 
of  infection. 

Safe  Surrender 

1  am  proud  to  be  a  co-author  of  AB 
1048,  authored  by  Assemblymember 
Alberto  Torrico  (D-Fremont).  This 
legislation  extends  the  state's  Safe 
Surrender  deadline  72  hours  to  30 
days  for  parents  who  are  unable  to 
care  for  their  newborn.  AB  1048 
passed  tlie  Assembly  floor  with  bi- 
partisan support  and  will  now  head 
to  the  Senate  tor  approval.  Safe  Sur- 
render took  effect  on  jan,  1,  2001  to 
reduoe  the  number  of  babies  being 
abandoned  in  California,  All  50  states 
now  have  similar  laws,  but  33  have 
provisions  that  allow  at  least  7  days 
fordesperateorunprepared  parents 
to  relinquish  their  parental  rights  for 
newborns.  The  newborns  can  be 
anonymously  surrendered  at  desig- 
nated sites  like  hospitals  and  fire  sta- 
tions 

Toxic  Baby  Bottles 

One  of  the  dangerous  chemicals 
that  I  have  worked  to  ban  both 
while  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  in  the  Legislature  is  bisphenol 
A  (BPA).  This  year  1  am  a  principal 
co-author  of  SB  797.  Millions  of 
babies  and  toddlers  in  California 
are  being  exposed  daily  to  the 
harmful  toxin  BPA.  This  hormone- 
disrupting  chemical  can  be  found 
in  baby  bottles,  food  and  beverage 
containers,  and  formula  containers 
and  is  leaching  into  their  food  and 
dnnk.  SB  797  will  help  protect  chil- 
dren from  this  dangerous  chemi- 
cal by  banning  the  use  of  BPA  in 
children's  feeding  containers.

Treasured  Memories 
Of  a  Valley  Native 

InfBclh/Pai^luill 

Florence  Porter  has  lived  in 
Visitacion  Valley  all  her  life,  as  did 
her  parents  before  her,  and  still 
lives  in  the  home  which  her 
parents  had  built  in  1927. 

Florence's  parents,  Qarence  Porter 
and  Marian  Gibson,  met  and 
married  in  Visitacion  Valley. 

Tliey  lived  witli  her  grandmother 
in  a  smaller  home  and  then  had  the 
larger  house  built  next  door  when 
Florence  was  four  years  old, 
Rorenoe  had  one  sister,  seven  years 
older  than  she,  and  during  the 
World  War  II  years,  while  her 
brother-in-law  served  in  the 
Marines,  the  house  aaximmodated 
her  sister  and  six  nephews  and 
nieces,  too. 

Her  father  was  a  truck  driver, 
tiiiing  orders  tor  tanks  of  oxygen, 
and  Florence  sometimes  was  able 
to  ride  with  him  when  he  made 
deliveries.  "He  would  see  animals 
wandering  and  bring  them  home, 
chickens,  rabbits,  puppy  or  kitten, 
and  my  mother  would  say  'not 
another  one!'  The  back  yard 
always  had  several  pets.  We 
didn't  eat  the  chickens  or  rabbits, 
just  kept  them  as  p^ets  " 

Florence  remembered  her  father 
taking  her  to  the  rodeo  at  the  roping 
dub's  large  corral  area  at  Sunnydale 
Avenue  and  Hahn  Streets.  She  saw 
the  Cow  Palace  being  built  and 
remembers  when  Sunnydale 
housing  was  built  for  navy 
personnel  stationed  here. 

Florence  attended  Visitacion 
Valley  Elementary,  Desmond 
junior  High,  and  graduated  from 
Balboa  High  School  in  1950. 

She  worked  at  a  few  different  jobs 
after  graduating  from  hi^  school, 
and  then  was  hired  by  Schlage  Lock 
to  work  as  a  keypunch  operator. 
She  next  worked  in  the  shipping 
department,  handling  regular  and 
change  orders,  Qearly  she  was  an 
excellent  worker  Whenanopening 
came  up  in  the  Engineering 
[Apartment  manager  Bill  Espinola 
asked  her  if  she  would  work  for 


him.  She  accepted,  and  Schlage 
sent  her  to  San  Mateo  State  to 
take  courses  in  engineering  and 
psychology.  She  spent  20  years 
in  Engineering,  d  rawing  up  blue 
prints  for  special  orders  along 
with  other  tasks. 

Florence  has  so  many  positive 
memories  of  her  years  at  Schlage. 

"We  worked  asa  family  There?  were 
thn.'e  women  in  our  department,  tfie 
rest  were  men.  When  someone  had 
a  bi  rthday  one  of  the  women  would 
make  a  cake,  and  when  one  of  the 
women  had  a  birthday  one  of  the 
men's  wives  would  make  a  cake. 

FjTipIoyees  formed  a  choral  group, 
and  at  Christmas  time  would  sing 
Christmas  carols  throughout  the 
buildings.  She  recalled  a  couple  of 
employees  who  met  on  the  job  and 
got  married  in  the  auditorium  there. 

She  was  well  acquainted  with 
Walter  Schlage  and  promised  him 
that  she  would  see  that  the 
original  office  building  was 
looked  after.  She  stays  in  touch 
with  several  people  and  talks 
with  them  from  time  to  time; 

Manager  Jim  Collins;  executive 
office  worker  SueOchoa  (who  lives 
in  Little  Hollywood);  Lou  Dorich, 
Production  Control  remainsa  friend 
although  he  now  lives  in  Colorado. 
Florence  is  now  well" acquainted 
with  |,C.  who  iscurraitly  in  chaise 
of  the  Schlage  demolition  and  was 
invited  to  a  rwent  meeting  on  the 
site  to  meet  wi  th  SF  Fire  Department 
people  who  have  been  using  tlie  site 
for  emergency  rescue  training.  She 
is  well  aware  of  the  contaminates  in 
the  soil  there,  especially  where  the 
lock  pbting  was  done,  but  pointed 
out  that  the  railroad  shared  in  the 
contamination  since  the  train  tracks 
came  right  into  the  shipping 
department  for  loading  sttxk,  and 
SP  employees  would  clean  their 
madiines  on  the  Schlage  site. 

She  loved  working  at  Schlage 
where  everyone  was  treated  w\ih 
respect  and  consideration.

mother,  her  job  was  waiting  for  her 
when  she  came  back. 

But  while  she  enjoyed  her  work  at 
Schlage  and  made  lifelong  friends 
there,  Florence  had  many  other 
interests  too.  Her  father  had  taught 
her  to  play  the  piano,  and  later  on 
she  taught  herself  to  play  ^e  organ. 

She  served  as  orgat\ist  for  Our  Lady 
of  Visitacion  Church  for  twenty-two 
years.  When  she  acquired  a  cocker 
spaniel  puppy  she  developed  an 
interest  in  showing  the  breed,  and 
has  several  ribbons  won  at  dog 
shows  in  the  Bay  Area,  Floreaicealso 
knows  people  at  KRON  Channel  4, 
and  the  weather  man  occasionally 
will  call  to  ask  her  "How's  the 
weather  out  there?" 
She  took  tap  dandng  lessons  at  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center  when  she  was  a  child,  and  in 
her  twenties  took  lessons  at  the  local 
Arthur  Murray  Dance  Studios,  She 
was  so  talented  that  she  became  an 
instructor  there  and  showed  us 
pictures  taken  at  the  1 958  Medal  Ball. 
We  were  introduced  to  Love,  the 
last  in  the  tine  of  cockers  that  Flo- 
rence raised,  and  then  were  treated 
to  a  couple  of  organ  pieces.  Many 
thanks  to  Horence  for  sharing  her 
fine  memories  with  us.

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Solar  Neighborhoods?

Are  there  systems 
that  serve  whole  neighborhoods?

Collective  bargaining  is  a  good 
strateg)'  when  looking  (o  get  the 
best  price  on  a  given  product  or  ser- 
vice. Solar  power  is  no  exception, 
and  dozensof  nei^borhood-wide 
installations  in  the  U.S.  and  Canada 
have  created  a  new  model 
whereby  going  solar  can  actually 
start  to  pencil  out  for  individual 
homeowners- 

One  of  the  first  neighborhood- 
wide  solar  installations  in  the 
world  was  at  the  master-planned 
community  of  Drake  landing  in 
the  town  of  Okotoks  in  Alberta, 
Canada.  The  entire  community, 
now  with  more  than  50  homes 
built  and  occupied,  is  heated  by  a 
neighborhood-wide  "borehole 
thermal  energ)'"  system  designed 
to  storeabundant  solar  energy  un- 
derground during  the  summer 
and  distribute  it  to  each  home  as 
needed  for  space  heating  through- 
out the  winter.  The  system,  which 
launched  in  June  2007,  now  fulfills 
some  90  percent  of  each  home's 
space  heating  needs,  with  any  slack 
taken  up  by  fossil  fuels. 

While  some  planned  communi- 
ties like  Drake  Landing  incorpo- 
rated neighborhood  solar  power 
from  the  get-go,  others  decided  it 
made  sense  after  they  were  fir^t 
built.  One  example  is  the  deal  that 
homeowners  in  Marin  County, 
California  can  get  in  on,  thanks  to 
the  hard  work  of  the  nonprofit 
GoSolarMarin.  The  group  negoti- 
ated discounted  group  rates  with 
several  photovoltaic  solar  panel 
providers,  and  eventually  signed 
on  with  SolarCity,  a  Silicon  Valley 
based  solar  provider  that  operates 
some  30  different  "community  so- 
lar programs"  across  California, 
Arizona  and  Oregon. 

GoSolarMarin  was  able  to  nego- 
tiate a  rate  some  25  |:)ercent  lower 
than  what  a  typical  solar  installa- 
tion would  cost  for  Marin  County 
residents  willing  to  participate. 
And  best  of  all,  homeowners  can 
lease  from  SolarCity  instead  of 
having  to  pay  tens  of  thousands  of 
dollars  out  of  pocket  to  buy  equip- 
ment that  may  become  obsolete  in 
a  few  years.  SolarCity  morutorsall 
clients'  installations  online  to  en- 
sure that  they  are  runriing  at  peak 
performance,  and  also  makes 
house  calls  for  maintenance  as 
needed. 

While  California  is  no  doubt  a 
leader  in  residential  solar  power, 
the  concept  is  spreading.  Neigh-

Colorado-based  nonprofit  formed 
to  accelerate  the  adoption  of  resi- 
dential solar  power  in  the  Denver 
Metro  area.  The  group  organizes 
homeowners  into  collective  solar 
purchasing  groups,  and  negotiates 
significant  discounts  accordingly. 
"We  act  as  an  independent  buyer's 
agent,"  the  group  reports  on  its 
website,  "with  the  goal  of  provid- 
ing the  best  value  to  residential  so- 
lar purchasers  while  helping  in- 
stallers put  up  more  solar  at  re- 
duced overhead  costs." 

Community-based  groups  like 
GoSolarMarin  and  Neighborhood 
Solar  are  springing  up  all  over  the 
country,  and  dozens  of  solar  com- 
panies have  now  adopted  the  com- 
munity installation  model.  Com- 
munity leaders  interested  in  neigh- 
borhood-scope solar  programs 
should  shop  around  for  the  best 
prices  and  service  guarantees  be- 
fore signing  with  any  one  solar 
provider.  There's  a  lot  individuals 
can  do  to  be  part  of  clean  energy 
solutions;  there's  even  more  a 
group  working  in  concert  can  ac- 
complish, and  community -based 
solar  is  but  one  bright  and  shining 
example, 

DearEarthTalk:  Is  there  any  truth 
to  the  rumor  about  high  levels  of 
birth  control  chemicals  being 
found  in  some  cities'  d  rinking  wa- 
ter? if  so  can  these  be  filtered  out?

It  is  true  that  trace  amounts  of 
birth  control  and  other  medica- 
tions—as well  as  household  and 
industrial  chemicals  of  every 


stripe— are  present  in  many  urban 
and  suburban  water  supplies 
around  the  country,  but  there  is 
considerable  debate  about  whether 
their  levels  are  high  enough  to  war- 
rant concern. 

In  2008  the  U.S.  Geological  Sur- 
vey (USGS)  tested  water  in  nine 
states  across  the  country  and  found 
that  85  man-made  chemicals,  in- 
cluding some  medications,  were 
commonly  slipping  through  mu- 
nicipal treatment  systemsand  end- 
ing up  in  our  tap  water  Another 
report  by  the  Associated  Press 
found  trace  amounts  of  dozens  of 
pharmaceuticals  in  the  drinking 
water  supplies  of  some  46  million 
Americans. 

But  according  to  USGS,  such 
chemicals  and  medications  are  so 
diluted  — at  levels  equal  to  a 
thimble  full  of  water  in  an  Olym- 
pic-sized swimming  pool  — that 
they  do  not  posea  health  threat.  But 
others  aren't  so  sure.  Researchers 
have  found  evidence  that  even  ex- 
tremely diluted  concentrations  of 
drug  residues  harm  fish,  frogs  and 
other  aquatic  species,  and  have 
been  shown  to  labs  to  impair  hu- 
man cell  function. 

One  of  the  common  culprits  is  es- 
trogen, much  of  which  is  inadvert- 
ently released  into  sewers  through 
the  urine  of  women  taking  birth 
control.  Studies  have  shown  that 
estrogen  can  wreak  reproductive 
havoc  on  some  fish,  which  spawn 
infertile  offspring  sporfing  a  mix- 
ture of  male  and  female  parts.  Re- 
searchers at  the  University  of  Pitts- 


burgh found  that  human  breast 

cancer  cells  grew  twice  as  fast 
when  exposed  to  estrogen  taken 
from  catfish  caught  near  untreated 
sewage  overflows,  "Tliere  is  the 
potential  for  an  increased  risk  for 
those  people  who  are  prone  to  es- 
trogenic cancer,"  said  Conrad  Volz, 
lead  researcher  on  the  study 

What  may  be  more  troubling  Is  the 
mixture  of  contaminants  and  how 
they  might  interact  to  cause  health 
problems,  "The  biggest  concern  is 
the  stew  effect"  says  Scott  Dye  of  the 
Sierra  Club's  Water  Sentinels  pro- 
gram. "Trace  amounts  of  this  mixed 
with  trace  amounts  of  that  can  equal 
what?  We  don't  know." 

With  such  contaminants  proving 
elusive  to  municipal  HltraHon  sys- 
tems, the  burden  of  protection  of- 
ten lies  with  the  end  user.  But  get- 
ting traces  of  birth  control  and 
other  drugs  out  of  your  tap  water 
isn't  so  easy.  Of  the  many  different 
kinds  of  in-home  water  filtration 
systems  available  today,  only  those 
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employing  reverse  osmosis  have 
been  shown  to  filter  out  some 
drugs.  Some  makers  of  activated 
carbon  water  filters  claim  their 
products  catch  pharmaceuticals, 
but  independent  research  has  not 
verified  such  claims, 

"The  best  choice,"  says  Cathy 
Sherman  of  the  natural  health 
website  Natural  News,  "would 
probably  be  a  combination  of  a  re- 
verse osmosis  filler  augmented  by 
pre-  and  post-activated  carbon  fil- 
ters." Installing  such  a  system  just 
for  drinking  water  is  sufficient,  she 
says,  given  that  water  used  for 
cleaning  and  plumbing  doesn't 
typically  get  ingested.  As  to  pre- 
vention, the  non-profit  public 
health  and  safety  agency,  NSF  In- 
ternational, urges  individuals  lo 
not  use  their  toilets  or  sinks  to  dis- 
pose of  unused  medications  and 
to  opt  for  the  garbage  instead;  most 
modem  landfills  are  lined  lokeep 
such  contaminants  inside.

pants. 

The  First  Tee  of  San  Francisco, 
based  at  Harding  C  k)lf  Course,  was 
established  in  2003  as  part  of  the 
renovation  of  Harding  Park  Golf 
Cou  rse.  It  has  introduced  more  than 
3,S00  Bay  area  youth  to  the  game  of 
golf  and  has  an  active  membership 
of  1 142studentspartidpatingin  year 
round  educational  and  golf  oppor- 
tunities. 

In  2003,  The  First  Tee  of  San  Fran- 
cisco implemented  a  golf  and  life 
skills  outreadi  program  in  partner- 
ship with  the  SFUSD  held  at  nine 
elementary  and  middle  schools  lo- 
cated in  the  Visitation  Valley  and 
Bayview  neighborhoods.  The  First
